The occurrence of the tick parasite [xodiphagus caucurte: du Buysson 
(Hymenoptera; Chalcidoidea : Fam. ENcyrripar) in Great Britain. 


[ Abstract. ] 


Eleven adults of the parasite emerged from two out of 587 gorged nymphs 
of Ixodes ricinus L. collected during late September from sheep in Cumberland. 
T. caucurtei has not been recorded from Great Britain before, although it occurs 
in northern France. Under the synonym of Hunterellus hookeri Howard, it 
has been recorded as a parasite of a wide variety of Ixodid genera in Africa, 
India, Indo-China and North America.

An exhibit of drawings of Lysandra coridon Poda, and Trovdes 
of the priamus group. 


| Abstract. | 
A. L. coridon. 


The series of drawings shows the range of variation of specimens taken in 
England over the last sixty years. They are exhibited in 4 groups: 


1. g uppersides (32 figures). 

These show variation in colour and marking. The colour may vary towards 
a green (viridescens) or a blue (caerulea) base, or it may be albinistic (e.g., vida, 
cinnameus) or melanistic (e.g., pulla, melania). The markings vary chiefly in 
the extent of the black border, and many forms are found between specimens 
with a white, border (fowler) and specimens with a much enlarged area of black 
(marginata). 


2. § undersides (47 figures). 

The ground-colour may be pure white (alba) or may be some shade of grey 
(grisea), brown (brunnescens), ochreous (ochrea), or reddish (fulvescens). Varia- 
tions in marking are almost infinite in number, but in general show increase or 
decrease in the size, shape, and number of the typical markings. 

3. 2 uppersides (27 figures). 

The typical dark-brown ground-colour often shows a reddish, greyish, or 
blackish tendency, but in extreme cases may be cinnamon brown (connameus), 
light fawn (transformis) or ochreous (khaki). Specimens commonly have blue 
scaling on one or both wings, the most extreme form being syngrapha, in which 
both wings are an intense blue similar to the typical g colouring. The blue 
scaling is sometimes irregularly distributed, as in roystonensis and inaequalis. 
There are also numerous variations in the size and colour of the orange lunules 
of fore- and hind-wings, and some specimens have white scales shaded inwards 
from the margin (albocrenata). 


4. 2 undersides (51 figures). 
Variation is similar to the $ undersides, but shows a wider range of ground- 
colour (e.g., fulvescens, nigrescens, transformis). 


B. Troides of the priamus group. 

These are a selection from a more or less complete set of drawings from an 
unpublished monograph of the group, comprising 7. victoriae, alexandrae, 
priamus, chimaera, tithonus, rothschildi, procus, goliath, paradise«, meridionalis, 
to show the variation in the different races found in New Guinea and the 
surrounding islands.
